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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cucchiaro et al. 
('008). Cucchiaro et al. teach a structural analyzer for medical implants. The analyzer comprises 
a tapping rod (probe 20) to tap an object, an accelerometer (56) to measure the energy reflected 
from the object as a result of the tapping, and a computer (12) to create a time-energy profile of 
the energy reflected from the structure. Column 7, lines 14-19 teach using the time energy profile 
to make a determination regarding the stability of the structure in a foundation (i.e., 
osseointegration and/or the bond characteristics of an implant). The system and method taught by 
Cucchiaro et al. is fully capable of being used to make a determination regarding the bone 
density of an anatomical structure or a foundation (see column 2, lines 34-41). Furthermore, the 
computer (12) is inherently capable of being programmed to manipulate the data acquired from 
the accelerometer to make various determinations regarding the object being tested. Regarding 
claims 4-6, Cucchiaro et al. teach using their invention to test teeth, and it is fully capable of 
being used to test a tooth that has been subjected to a trauma-induced fracture, a tooth that is 
partially abscessed, or a tooth that has undergone a bone augmentation procedure. Regarding 
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claims 7-8, Cucchiaro et al. teach that the object being tapped can be a dental implant or any 
other medical implant (see column 2, lines 34-41).
